'I\i iti'^iii wit.li, it is 
comiiosed of about sixteen thou- 
saiiil separate pieces, and recpiires 
eif;l,teen months lor its eonstriic- 
tion in the huKost maiiuriictoiy in 
the country. It is m«U(> complicat- 
ed than a locomoliv** oi- a vsalch, y>v 
any of tlu^ forms of mechanism to 
which we ordiiuirily refei- as re- 
nwirkaldt^ for their intricacy or 
nicety. 

'I'his press is fed from three con- 
tinuous rolls of paper, each more 
than liv(^ I'eel wide, and all reeling; 
o(f the paper as fast )'S it will run 
without tealill^^ At its hiM:liest 
speed the prfess will use up over

Ill terms more readily grasped, 
this indii ates a capacity of ii(J,IKMl 
fVuir, six or einht-paKo papers per 
hour. Not only are these pap<>rs 
printed at this astonniiiii;; rate, biiti 
they ar«( also cut,, foliled and coiint- 
»)(1. lu other words, the press per- 
lorms every of)erati(ui conno«'ted 
with the paper fioni lhi« time the 
lolls are put, into posit ion until the 
linished proiluct cmer)j;es ri-ady to 
Ik) put on sale. Niiu-ty thousand 
papers per hour means I.^OO per 
minute, m tweiily-livo <!opio8 for 
every second ticked olT <hi your 
watch. 

Most, of the larger newspa,p<>rs 
have in their ordinary issues ten or 
twelve paues. (If these the pn-ss 
will turn out 7'!.00li in an hour, 
1200 to the minute, or 20 ovory 
second. 

'{'lie nuiehine woi^JiH ovor sixty 
t(ui,-(, and is massive in its prop(n- 
tions. ^'el its touch is as deft as 
that of human lingers. It handles 
the piipers aecnrately, cuts them 
prtM'isely ami fohls them up even- 
. ly, all witii spe(«l that is W(*ll iiiuli 
iiKM-ediblo. 

Its operation is easy ami msist- 
less. A man throws back a lever ; 
the many shafts an<l (-yliiuleis be- 
>i;in to revolve, K"iiiK fnslcr and 
fasfei until the streams of whil^^ 
paper are pouring into the nla(dlill(^ 
too rapidly for the eyo to measure. 
On the other side th(> |)rinted 
shei^ts rain out ,so fast lihat (me s(M's 
only the continual flash of steel tin- 
t;crs tliMt seize and f(U'war<l every 
sheet. 

TIk^ operation of the pr(«ss at its 
highest rat(^ of speed uieans that 
each paper receives its impression 
in less than one-Olth of a second. 
How a. permanent imprint can be* 
made in that spac<' of time is a 
marvel dillleult to <'oniprehend. 
Vet il is (l<ui(*. Tlio ink does not 
smut nor rub olT, and even tin* 
nu>st delicate lines of an illustra- 
tions are accurat(>ly r<(produced.

It is a 
uradiial and natural dovolopmeiit 
from the wooden screw press used 
liy (lult,eul)urii bick in the middle 
oi' the lifleeiitll ceiilury. 

lint while llier(< is no hard and 
fast line separaliiiK the new fivmi 
the. old or tht^ ptu-leet from the 
primitive in the histoiy of printiniu', 
there are certuin dales that are 



marked by luitable ndvanees and 
improvenuMits in tin* art. 

One important change* took pla(^> 
in ISOC, wlu-n a Saxon named 
l<'rederick Koeiiiif ilevised a form of 
prc^sN in which the paper was car- 
rie<l on a cylinder and received its 
impressi(Ui from a. form of tvpe 
carried back want and forwar<l (ui a 
Hat bed. 

'l'li(< first of these cylinder press- 
es was little uKU'c rapid than the 
eai Her hand and lever forms, b(<- 
oaus«> the cylinder had to st,op three 
times — that is, had three* separate 
niolions — t,o each impi-ession. Ibit 
in IHM Koeiiifr improved on this 
by a, continuously nnolviiiff cy- 
linder-i)rcss which attained the 
rate of 800 sheets per hour. The 
advance fron '^.^O sheets per hour. 



the reconl of the ol<l hand-presses, 
to SOO sheets, was a decided a<l- 
vaiKH'. Moreover, it introduced a 
new priiKMple whicli has been of 
the lirst importance in developing 
the nwxU'rn liiKli-speed pn'ss. 

Many improvements in the nu'- 
tliod oC handling th(> paper wert* 
devised aftei Koeni.ir's ju-ess canie 
into use, and thousiinds of press«*s 
constructed upon this jilan an* in 
use to-day. An American im- 
|)roveiiioiit on this style of press, 
known as the (Uuible cylinder, 
attained ji speed of 1000 per hour. 

'riu'S(> prcs.s«^s answered the re- 
(piirements of tin* news|iapers w hen 
they wcM'c small in wix\ and ciicula- 
tioii. Hut with the advent of tli<' 
daily, with its circulation rnnniiiK 
up to many thousands, they proveil 
ina(lc(pial<». There was a demand 
for somelhiufj; better, for <j;reater 
speed. 

KIKST IIAIMII I'KINTINO t'KKSS. 

Ill ISi:. tlit> film of 1{. lloe it Co., 
which lia<i already been ttir many 
years ennrtjfeil in the manufa(!turo 
of print iny;-pressoH, attacked th<> 
proiilem. A number ol experi- 
mental macliines w<m reefed, and 

finally it, occurred to the exjHui- 
meiitcis that by phicinj; the type 
instead of the paperon thecyliuder, 
jj^reafer spce<| could bi' <ilitaincd. 
Th(> n>sult was the construction of 
a press known as tli<> "lloe Type- 
Rcvolvinti Machine," embodying' 
p.itcnts taken out by Hichard M. 
lloe. The first one of thtsse niHcliines 
was placed in tin* htdyrr ollice in 
I'hiladelphia in ISKl. The basis 
of tlu'so inventions consisted in an 
apparatus for securely I'astcniii); 
the forms of the type mi a central 
cylinder placed in a hori/.ontal posi- 
tion. This was accomplislieil Ity 
the const ruction of cast, -iron lieds, 
one for each pa^cof the newspai>er. 
The column rules were inaue " V " 
sliaptd, /.'., taperinu toward the 
feet of rlie type. It was found 
that, with proper arrannem(>nt, for 
"locking; up" or s('curin>i the 
type upon these beds, it could be 
held firmly in position, the surface 
I'orminji a true circle, and the 
eyliiuler revolved at any speed re- 
(piired, without danger of the typo 
falling <uil. 

The first of these presses had 
(Mily four impression cylinders, 
n<'i'essitatinK f(Uir boys to (vi't\ in 
\,he sheets. The ninninu: specif 
obtained was aliont two thousand 
sheets to each feeder per hour, thus 
fiivinji, with what was called a 
',' fcnii-feeder," or " fonr-cylinder " 
niachine, a rnnniiiK capacity of 
about, eifiht thousand pajters |>er 
hour printtMl on on«» si(ie. As the 
demands of the lunvspapers in- 
creased more imiiressimi cylindius 
W(«re addcfi, until these nuuMiincs 
were made with as many as ten 
^roupetl around tlie central 
eyliiuler, yrivinn: an awr(>«:ale speed 
of about twenty thousaml papers 
per hour, printed upon ou(> side. 
A revidiiiion in newspaptu- printing 
took place, .louruals wliicli before 
had been limited in their <Mrcula- 
fion by their inability tofuniish 
Hie papers rapidly incieased their 
issue, and many now ones were 
started. The now presses wer(> 
ado|it,ed not «uily tlirnu^'houl the 
Ilniled Stales, but also in (iieat 
Mritain. 

The type-revolviiin: niacliine 
marketl a nvoni a.dvaii«'i> in rapiti 
printing- " was believed that* the 
problem had been settled, at least 
l(W a loiiK lime to come. It was 
scarcely conceivable that any 
pajier wmild want to print imue 
than 'id, 000 copies per hour. 

The type-revolviiif,' pres,scs had 
scarcely Imm'Ii put into operation in 
this country and Kurope before tli(> 



constant }j;rowth in (Mrculalion 
liHiires demanded still further im- 
provements. 

KlKST CUKVKl) STKKKOTYt'K WliATKS. 

Various expeiinuMits had de- 
monstraled the possibility of cast- 
in;; st(>reotyp(» pliites on a cuive. 
'Ph<> iiroeesN was brought to per- 
fection by the use of flexible pai>(>r 
matrices uiiou which the metal w;is 
cast, in curved nionhls to ajiy circle 
desired. These plates wi>re placed 
upon the type-revolving inachines 
instead of lli<> type feniiis. Tli(> 
newsjiaiier publishers were thus cii- 
alded to dnplicate the forms and to 
run s(>\(>ral macliincN at the sanu* 
time, with a view to turning' out 
the pii|icrs with ^''oater rapiilily. 
In some of the lar^e London ami 
New York oflict's as many as five 
of these machines were kept incon- 
stant, o|>ci'!itioii. 

The dilticulty in obtaining hi^di 
sp(>eds with these machines was not 
in printing fast enough, but, in 
gettiuj!: the siipets to the niachine 
rapidly and in dis|)osin;,' of them 
(juiekly after they had passed 
lliroU!j;h the, picss. 

The deiiKind was for a press 
which would print fnuii a continu- 
ous roll ol p;iper, leavinj; the sheets 
to be cut and folded after they had 
passed through the machine. It 
was necessary, too, t,o insure satis- 
factory results, that llu* machine 
shoulii i>crldrm all these o'pei ill ions 
itself. It was found that hum;in 
hands could not work fast em)n}<'h 
to keep up with the reepiireimuits 
of the modern newspaper. 

In 1871 R. lloe & Co. set to work 
to study this iirobleni in a com- 
prehensive manner, and to solv«> 
the ditliculties in the w;iy of attain- 
iiifi' much liiu;h<'r s]>eed than had 
e\er lieliae be»Mi attciuptod. 

Expert inochanicians wero set to 
wotk (Ui difVorent phases of th»> 
problem. Time, money and effort 
was expendeil without stint iu the 
study of existiiif" models, in erect- 
iiifi experiiiK'ntal machines, and in 
trying; all maiiiier ot devices su;;- 
HesttHl to m(>el the leiiuiremculs of 
the situation. 

NKVV INK AND NKW I'AI'Kli. 

The dilTl<'ulties were not wholly 
of a ineehanii'al nature. One was 
in the set-olV of the first side of the 
sheet priiiled. This was avoiiled 
by the cooperation of the ink- 
makers, who were indiU'cd to de- 
vise special, rapid-iliyiiiu: inks. 

Another drawback was in obtain- 
iiifi paper in roll of nniforni per- 
fection and sirtuifilh. The paper- 
makers were led to make a study of 
prodnciii!; larne rolls of ptiper niet>l- 
in^ llic.s«> re«iuireim'nts. They 
solved the problem of tiiidin^^ a 
strony; and cheap jiaper such as 
could be afforded liy the daily 



press. 
Wlii 



tli(S(> improv<>nieiits wiue 
beiiiK wrouf^hl out,, the press maiin- 
I'acturers wen* working on the prob- 
lem of a rapid sevcranco <if the 
sheets after prinlinji and tho ro- 
lialile and accurate delivery of the 
printed paper. 

The most ini]ioila.ut d«'vice re- 
lating' to tliii^ matter was the patent 
of .Stephen D. Tnckei, a memlierof 
It. lloe & Co. It was called a 
"ytathering an<l delivorinjt cylin- 
der," and was able to liaiidh^ the 
papers as I'asI as they were printetl. 
It, is the mechauism on which the 
^reat sjieed of modern piess <le- 
ptuuls. Withont it one of the 
^i'<>atesl machines would bhu^k a 
pressroom with papers before it had 
IxMUi in o|a>iatioii lifteen minutes. 
Thus it will be seen thai the 
rapid-workiu}; web press is a com- 
posite for wliich no one man <h>- 
serves the <>ntire <'re<ru. It is one 
of the most notable examples of a 
really wondi'iful mochaiiisiu con- 
slructefl in lespousn to a specific 
demand. Th(> (expert meehanicianH 
(MinaK'^'l ill ''i«" manufacture of 
presses kiiinv what was wanted. 
They .sat, down aiul figured |o these 
results just as oxperls in other 
lieldH'of business iiii>{ht solve prol>- 
lenis in mathematics or military 
tacti<'s. It is a concr(>to illustra- 
tiim of the saying 'bat no matter 
wf»at the deuuiiid i,«, if il is strong 
enou^rh il will be sniislied. 

Till' press wliicli was construct- 
ed in IH71, as a i-osult of these in- 
vest ifjations, was fed from a roll 
or web of paper over cylinders car- 
rying' stcreol,\ pod plates, which 
printed it on both sides. 

The sheets were Uot entirely 



severed by the cutlers, but were 
simply perforal<Ml after the print- 
ing- They wero drawn by ao- 
celeratiuL' tapes, which complete- 
ly separated them into a g.-ilherin^' 
<ylinderso eonstiucled that six, or 
any desired number, of perfect pa- 
pers ccuilil be ijathei'etl (U»e over 
lh(< other. These by means of a 
switch, were, at the projuu- moment, 
turned off onto the sliei>t, Hyeis, 
which deposited I hem <ni the re- 
ceiviiifj board. 

This ])re,ss for the lirst lime iHd 
aw.iy completely with hand labor 
in ili(> i)rocess of printing. It was, 
th(>ief<n-e, the beuinninj; of rapid 
printing n^^ Hial teim is understood 
to-day. Tho only duties men wcr(> 
YtMiniroil to perform in connection 
with it were the start iii^ of the 
press, wafchinsi to se(> Ih.-it its work 
was i>erformed properly, and tak- 
ing' away the papers after ihcy 
were pile<l ,tlal on the rocciviii}> 
board. 

KlKST (IHKAT I'OWK.K PRESS. 

The lirst press of this pattern 
was sot up in the ofTioo of the Xiir 
Vorly Tribune in 1871. Of course 
it had be«>u fhoroiijfhly tested 
beforehand, and its maker.s were 
('(mtideiil thai il would do all that 
lh(>y claimed for it. Nevertheless 
cousiderable excitement attended 
ils lirst practical operation. 

When the lever was thrown tiack 
and tho cylinders bejian-to revolve, 
the paper reeled off the web in 
](erl'ecl form without interruption 
anil delay, while, at tho other cud 
of the press, the pai>ers wore laid 
out in a perfectly even pile, ready 
to be folded for delivery. The 
now pross delif>hleil all who saw its 
operation, and earned the encomi- 
um of "a mechanism of alinosi 
human intelligence and miU'o Ihaii 
human accuracy." 

When the lirst of these web por- 
foclin^ presses was put into success- 
ful operation, it was elainuHl that 
there w:is no limit to its speed ex 
cepi the ability of the paper to 
st.ind the strain of ])assini> throu^di 
the press. This claim seonied to 
lie just ilicil by the fact that 1(;,(MI0 
aii hour wore printed from a sinvjlo 
feedboard. This was, however, tho 
maximum speed obtained by this 
juoss. In niosi offloes 12,000 per 
hour was the actual ruuuinii s|)oed. 
One feature of the later improve- 
ment of the web press illustrates 
the way in which demand has .icted 
to stimulate invention in this lield. 
Tho lirst press ilJd not fold the 
liajiers, but delivered them flat. 
They were j>ivon to the carriers iu 
rolls, and it was loft to those who 
sold them to fold them. 

Here was a chance and demand 
for a tiine-savinji mechanical de- 
vice. The newsmoii tt^anled the 
folding done in the ofllee. At 
length a folder wasdevised and put 
in opeiation. It was found immedi- 
ately that men hurrying to their 
offices or trains would purchase tho 
folded pajaus in preforenco to 
olhoi-s. Of cour.«o, such aji advan- 
tage of oompolilion could uot be 
allowed to remain iu the hands of a 
single publisher. All the offices 
had to |)ut in foldeis. The advan- 
tage of combining this operation 
with the others performed by tho 
press wa.s clearly apparent. And 
so one more function was added lo 
the already complex duties of the 
printing machine. 

So il has boon with every ad- 
vance. The enlargement of papers 
by the adiiition of supplements or 
odd pages, broughl about the ne- 
cessity of pasting or stitching these 
pages into the main body of tho 
paper. A press had lo bo devised 
io do this work. To-day tho COO, - 
000 copies of Tit Ibts and other 
London weeklies are piinleil, cover 
and all, folded, out and stitched 
into a oouipleto pamphlet on a 
single machine at tho rale of 18,000 
per hour. 



Such niiichines as this c;iiiiiot be 
cimslrncted wil.houl great expense. 
Tho price of tho most, improved 
style of quadruple machiiio is 
^lis,!)!^, of a sextuple $45,000, and 
MO on, the price luounting with the 
coiii|)lexily of the press itself, and 
the increase in the work it, is in- 
tended lo do. In tho best equip- 
])eil newsp.-iiici oltice in the coun- 
try the value of the machinery falls 
lilVle short of $1,OtH),000. 

From tho web press of IS". 1 to 
the latest imi)roved form desoj'iliod 
at the beginning of t,his jirliclo, 
with ils speed of !)t>,000 per hour, 
there has been no change of style 
or form. The improvements have 
boon in matters of detail and in 
Iho direction of increased size and 
capacity. Even at the proseni 
time no thoughtful man would ven- 
ture to say that the limit of speeil* 
has been reached. In the future 
0111 successors may smile at the de- 
si;,''iiation of a press which ptints 
less than 100,000 per hour ami 
with cylinders revolving '^00 limes 
to the minute tVA " rapid." Never- 
tholoss, by our pivsent standards 
it is rapid, and its construction de- 
serves to rank among the groat 
acliiovement,s of the centurv. 

II." llOK. 
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Last week's issue of the well 
known Home ,h»iriiiil had this to 
of the Eden Musee : "The cine- 
matograph exhibition at tho Eden 
Mu.soe is jis good as a play.

iiiloresting. l''urtlierniore Ih.it IITe 
Musee is open on Sundays." 

The Musee has h.ail maii\ ( (.111- 
plimonts like Iho above, and scarce- 
ly a day passes tlutt one or more 
persons of note throughout tho 
eouutiy tell the m.in.igement how 
pleased they are with the enlertain- 
meiit pii>vided. The Melropolit.in 
Orchestra which has just begun a 
Humuior engagement is meeting 
with much success. The do/en 
mem tiers are all artists of unusual 
merit and sing .-is well .as i>l.iy upon 
inslrumeiits. They prosont selec- 
tions fi-iun the leading comic operas 
and their onthusia,sni and goinl 
nature coupled with their artistic 
.ability makes each concert so in- 
teresting thai the large Winter 
Hanlon is .ilways well lilled. These 
et ucorls t.ako jdace afloruoon and 
evening, and no two programmes 
are alike. Tho Winter (tardea has 
boon newly decorated, and with 
the palms .-md tlowers Ih.at a]>pe!ir 
at intervals, the iilaco is more like 
a roof garden than a concert hall, 
and is at all limes kept delightful- 
ly cool by elect lie apparatus.

Dr. William Arthur Gorton, for 
eleven yoai-s suviorintondent of the 
Untler Hospital for the Insane, in 
Providence, 11. I., and widely 
known as an oxpeit on insanity, 
died on Monday, May 1st, in Hos- 
ton. He h.ad been critically ill for 
tho i>ast three or four months, sub- 
mitting to a surgical operation at a 
nostou hospital, Ajuil 2.Sd, and 
hopes were entertained of his re- 
covery until Saluiil.ay, when he 
began to sink and passed away 
Monday. Funersil .services were 
hold at Danvers, Mass., on Thurs- 
day He was the oldest child of 
Tiilinghast and Adaline Rice Uor- 
lon .iml was born on (xorlon Hill, 
.luud ■2lst, IS.'")4. Ho was educated 
at Urooktield Academy and Whites- 
lown Seminary. He was graduat- 
ed in medicine at Iho moilioal de- 
partinent of tho University of Now 
York in 187»i. He was resident 
physician at Hellevue Hospital for 
a _\e;ir and a half. He practicoil 
for a short time iu Cimperslowu. 
Otsego County. Ho then went to 
.\ul>urii in 1ST8, jind for a time 
w.is assistant phjsician at the asy- 
lum foi insane criminals in th.at 
city. Ho was chosen supi'riutou- 
dent of the Danvers State Hospital, 
in Mas.sachiisolls, in 188.") and re- 
mained in ch.irge of that institu- 
tion lill 188S, when ho was made 
superinlendcnt of tho Hutlor Hos- 
pital for the Insane, at Providence, 
a wealthy private corporation and} 
an institution having a high stand- 
ing and repulation for tlie c;ire .iitd 
titbit ment of the insane. 

Dr. ({ort,on married Miss Eliza- 
bctli Langley, of Danvers, M.-iss.. 
who survives him with three chil- 
dren. He has a brother, (Jeorge 
V. (Jorton, of Uliea ; a sLster, Cora 
H. (lortoii, of Oriskany Falls ; and 
Dr. Frank A. Gorton, of Water- 
ville, is hi:« cousin. He also has 
many relatives now living in this 
town. 

The Utica Presa sjiys of the de 
ceased : " Dr. W. \. (Joiton will 
be kindlj' romombeied by scores 
niion .scores of those who weiv fel- 
low students with him at W^hiles- 
towu Somiiiary in the early seven- 
ties. He was a man of imposing 
presence, gciii.al and kind disposi- 
tion, who made friends etisily and 
held thorn lirinly. He made a 
specialty of mental medicine and 
achieved an enviable roputaliiHi as 
ail alienist. He was cheerfully ac- 
corded front rank by his brethren 
in that specialty of the profession 
and deserved their good opiiiiiui.

Thi.H yoiintf man has just celebrated 
his eightx'enth birthday, yet he is 
as heli'h'HS as the da}' he was born 
— unable fo mo\e, hear' or talk. 
His mind is a total blank, bis bones 
mostly ossi lied, and he wei;,'hs only 
:iO pounds - the weight of an ordi- 
nary child of :} or 4 years. 

This Htrange and woefully un- 
fortunate human being is the son 
of (bforge D. Potner, residing at 
i;501 West Sainlusky street, in this 
cily. The youth has been kept 
closely at home, and few outside 
the medical i)rol'essi<iii an- :i\\:i\o of 
his exist/iiice. 

At ffrst sight of the .11111..-^, nouii- 
mate body, onri is horrified at the 
exjiression of the face, and the 
shrunken body is a spectacle liiglil- 
ftil to behold. It is almost impos 
sible 1.0 conceive tlial a hniiian 
Icing can live irrnbir such r^oinli- 
tions. The body of the young man 
is aliout ii feet lung, but Ihe liea<l is 
tin? normal si/e, t/iving him a weird 
and unnatural appearance. The 
lower limbs ar-e almost ciini|)|i'lel\' 
ossified, only a span in circiimfer- 
en«!e, and as lianl as rock. The 
chest seems to be sound, all hough 
somewhat shriitiken, but the mo 
tlier ex(ilained fliaj the lungs and 
heart are perfect. The face has 
the ap|iearance of a man ;io ycai-s 
of age, who might be at the point 
of death after a long illnr-ss. The 
flesh is grayish while, like a dr-ad 
person's, and amiisfache and slight 
beard adds to his uncanny looks.

Mrs. Plotner said of her son's 

helplessness : " I have nursed 

' Itiibble ' like a Irtibe for IM years. 

He is helpless in Hvcry sense of the 

wt>rd, and has to he fed, washed 

and elolheil as if lie was a ',}-week- 

olil babe. lie was all right until a 

week old, when a rush of blood to 

the head liirneil to wafer, Tfiis 

caused a kind of dropsy, which 

tdoated his head until it lem.'hed a 

fearful slw> IJy placing Ihe hand 

behind his head ><>u could feel the 

slushing of the wati-r. The case 

baflled the physicians, but finally 



TiTK fndiitnupoUs News of a re- 
cent dati; contained the following 
edilorial :

--Chanites at the OreKon 
School--A Sad Accident-- 
Other News Notes.

Mr. Ilolyeross 
has a perfect ri(j;ht to go into the 
venture and got lid of Ills money, 
liut we fail to see the necessity of 
another paper, and our prediction 
iH that Hoouer or later it, will follow 
thti pul)li<wil'ions he has had to do 
with in i»rcvious years. 

The /'Ji'riiinij I'nss of Tuesday 
had the following : 

"Jacob VogellmiKh, a ileaf-mnte 
employed a.t the .lose]ihinum was 
the viut/im of a terrible assault, short- 
ly after eleven o'(doek, Monday 
evening. 

" Karly in tln^ afternoon Vogel- 
hund was engiigcMl by Mr. .loc 
Kaiser, the Kasl Main .Street grocer, 
and a numbcM' of city liremen, to 
lake them to camp at Hoche's 
w(K)ds, on Hig Walnut Cictdt. The 
men were taken to the camp in Mr. 
Vogelhund's<'onv»«yance and he was 
returning home when the assault 
took place. 

" When Mr. Vogelhnnd arrive(l 
at l/ivingstono Avenue, the young 
man who af^ciunpaiiied him boaided 
a (S'lr, and he started driving 
through the Andrews" woods alone. 

" Neai- midnight his vehicle was 
fiHind in ttie .losephinuni yard, an<l 
a Mear<;li was at once instituted. 

" Early Tuesday nu)rning the 
searching parly diH<H)vere(l the un- 
fortunate man Just <-(nning out of 
the Andrews' grov(^. 

" His <M>n<lition was pitful to be- 
hold, and it was with diHicully that 
anything could bt> gotten fioni 
him. 

" My sigiiN \ui inili(^aled that he 
ha<l been assaulted ami later on with 
Ihe ai<l of an interpretei' he told 
his slory. lie said that shoi-tly 
after entering Andrews' grove siune 
one Jumped into the back of ihe 
wagon and struck him un the head 
with a (^lub. The blow diil not 
render him uuconspions and he 
turned to make a light when he wa.s 
stru<d( I h(^ .second timean<l knocked 
from till' wagon. Me jiartially re- 
cognised the assailants and he en- 
deavored in a feeble way to make 
an ouU-ry. Again he was struck 
over the liuad and was eventually 
rendered unconseiouH. lb* came to 
several hours lalrtr, and was trying 
to make his way hom<* wIumi dis- 
coveriMl by the seaiching Jiarly. 
Aftcu- being knocked out the assail- 
ants went through his po(dc(tts and 
took everything of values including 
$48 in money. 

"After telling his story Vog(d- 
liund swixM.ed away, atnl it> began 
lo look as if his injuri<^s would 
pi'(iV(< scritMis. Dr. Hamilton and 
another surgeon was summoned 
and an invistigation ilisclostMl that 
the unfortunatt- man had sustained 
a seviM'e injury to tli(« skull and 
the back of lh(« head wascMintused 
considerably. At noon Tuesilay he 
was in a serioUH condition, but was 
considered out of danger. l'>om 
the (leMcrlplion given of Ihe men 
the people on Kast Main Street, 
gave a suHpici(Ui aH to who the 
assailanlH are, and arrests may be 
made at any time. The poli<'e are 
investignllng the caHe." 

Later, on Thursday it had the 
following concerning the case : 

"OflicerH Biirtlelt anti Osborn 
are investigating Ihe leeent hold- 
up of .loliii Vogtdhuud, the <leaf 
mule, which occurred in He .An- 
drews' woods, Monday evening, 
and they have a >j»»od clew as to 
who the cuprits are. When Vogid- 
hund was assaulted the man who 
hit him lirst, tried I o scare him by 
poiiiling a revolvtu' at him, and he 
was not struck until after he mHd(^ 
a fe«'ible outcry. Kveiything of 
value was lakeMi from Vogelhund, 
and what mak«'s the oHicers believe 
that it was not strangers who com- 
niilied the deed, is that both of his 
puises and a silver whistle which 
tiu always oariied were taken, 
while his keys and some private 
paperH were uot niolest4.«d. 



" Vogelhund was able to be 
aiound 'Phursday, but lie presented 
a sorry plight. Hotli his eyes were 
blackened and he had a bad bruise 
on the back of the heail. lie is 
satisfied that he can identify his 
assailants if they are captured." 

Voirelhund was a pupil of this 
school, and after leaving some 
years ago, was taken to the .lose])h- 
inum, a ('atholic Institution on 
Main Sti<u<t, wherci he has since 
been employed. We have met him 
fre<|uently. He is a stiong, robust 
fellow, and had he not iieen taken 
unawares would hav(^ been a good 
match for any assailants. Who- 
ev(u- theniaii was that assaulted him 
musti have becui ])erfectly awar«* 
that Vogellmnd carritM money 
about his jx'rson, and ktiew of his 
intended drive to the camp. 



Wednesday the (Mty papers had 
the following : 

"Mrs. Mary Yost, of 5t);{ Syca- 
more* Street, is mysteriously miss- 
ing from her honu', having been 
abs( lit since nine o'clock 'i'uesday 
morning. The missing woman and 
her husbaiul aj"e deaf-nuites. Leo- 
nard \'osl, the husband has been 
sick for a coupl(> of years with con- 
sumptio]) and is mit expected to 
llv(.* long. 

" Tuesday morning Mrs. Yost 
h^ft the house without saying any- 
thing to any nn'mliers of the family, 
leaving behind her husband anil 
two ehililren, gii'ls, aged four years 
ami nine months respectively. 

" The mother-in-law of the niiss- 
iuL'' woman called at j)olice lu^ao- 
((U.irters to-day and reported the 
dis,ipi)ea ranee. She claims that 
her daughter-in-law is slightly un- 
balanced nnuitally and fears are 
eidertained that she has committcil 
suicide. Mental trouble is said to 
lia,ve bi^en I'liuscd by sickness. 
The police hav«> been instructed 
to look for her." 

The lady in ijueslion was Mi.ss 
Mar.N Kennedy befoie marriage and 
gi'adu.-ited from the school here. 
Mr. \ )st was also a jmpil here. 
He has been conllncd to bed for the 
past six nuiidhsby thedisea.se above 
mentioned. Mrs. Yost has been 
found. She was at her brother's 
home, who lives eleven miles north- 
east of the city. 

Mr. Yost's suffering c.nne to an 
cnil yesterday morning. He was 
aliout tliirty years of age and leaves 
a widow and two children. He will 
be buried Sunday afternoon from 
St. Mary's (Miurcli : inlciincnl at 
Ml. Calvary (Jemetery. 'i'hc de- 
ceased was a son of .lolin ^'osl, and 
(MIC brother, Krank,anil two sisters, 
Margaret linetter ami Kate Yahn 
besides his wife and children, are 
lelt to mouin for him. 

The ( )i'egon School will open in 
the Kail with a new siiperintendent 
and matron, and they are Ohio 
people too. We had supiiosed 
everything was all lovely out there 
when the school term closed, and 
the old ollieei-s remain in charge. 
Mut a change has been nuvile. 'Phe 
new superintendent is Mr. (■. V. 
Went/.. He received his training 
at t.h(> Ohio School, where he taught 
four oi- live years. Next he taught 
alxMit live years in the N(>braska 
School, and then went to Oregon, 
whei'c he engaged in the ]»runc rais- 
ing busiiu>ss.

WHY HER COMMANDKR IS SKI.IHIM 
AMON(} THOSE SAVKIl. 



. New York Sun. 
"There's another side to this 
question of the criminal careless- 
ness of the commaiKler which we 
hear so much talk about whenever 
a liner is lost," said the cajitain of 
a big ocean steamship the other 
day. "It's not the captain who is 
really to blame in one case out of 
ten, even when he is running his 
shi[) at full speed through a fog. 
It's the public that's to blame, and 
I'll tell you how it is. 

"To begin with, everybody 
knows of the rivalry between the 
ililTeitMit lines. Everybody knows 
what a ditfeience there is, in the 
estimation of the public, between 
the rival boiVts of the same grade 
which start at. the same time and 
come in *24 hours apart. The man 
who has traveled by the boat tiiat 
conies in last is going to say to 
hiiii.self that next time he will go 
on Ihe So-and so, which must be a 
better boat, for didn't she come in 
a day ahead of the one he came on V 
"The captain of boat No. I is a 
hero for the time being, and the 
company he works for smiles on 
him. That he has run all the way 
at full speed through lieav.v seas 
and fogs iinil has taken all kinds of 
risks he knows, but he doesn't say 
anything about that, and the com- 
pany iloesn't, either. They»have 
beaten the other line, and that is 
enough. 

"The (>aptain of boat No. 'J, 
which came in a day behind the 
other, knows Just what is in store 
for him before he reports al the 
office of his ciunpany. This is 
about what he hears : 

"'Why, how is this, Mr. Blank Y 
You came in 'ii lioui-s behind the 
So-and-so. What was the matter 
anyhow ?' 

"'Well, you see,' s;iys I lie 
captain, ' we had storms part of the 
w.ty, and when we got to the banks 
we struck a fog so thick you could- 
n't see your liand before your face, 
and we had to run at half spec 1 all 
day.' 

"'Ahem!' one of the owners 
w ill ^ay. ' .\hein ! It's a bad thing, 
Mr. Blank, for us to be bc-iien VM 
houi"s by the So-and-so.' 

"Captain Blank says lui more, 
but I eels that he has been re- 
proved, anil he r<>niembers it on the 
next trip. The sea may be running 
' iiionntain high ' and Ihe fog may 
lie so thick you can't see the funnel 
from the bridge, liut he is bound to 
gel in on time this trip, and ho 
does. The owners of the line 
smile on him. So he knows what 
h(> is recpiired to do and goes on 
making reconi trips. 

" It, is the public, you see, wliich 
the company has got. lo jilease if it 
is to exist, and the (>aptain has to 
please the company. Some day he 
diM's this once too often. He col- 
lides with another ship in a fog, 
maybe, or runs on the rocks. 
Perhaps the natural love of life or 
llu^ thouglil of a helpless family 
keeps him from delibeiately going 
to the bottom with the ship, but 
he knows that his career isataii end. 
" Th«> board sits on the case, and 
if there is any evi»lenc.j> to show 
that the accident was dub to the 
carelessness of the commander in 
running at full speed in thick 
weather, or whatever the ca.se may 
be, he is reprimandeU and his 
certificate suspended f»>r sonux. 
months at least. When at last he 
gets Ihe certifieale back, it hitiC a 
hole punched in it. 

" Now let us suppose that he has 
been a faithful .servant of the com- 
pany for a good while, and they 
like him and decide to transfer him 
to another ship and yive him a 
chance for existence. This new 
ship has to be insured, of coui-se, 
before slu' goes to sea. The under- 
writers make their examination 
and in fhe course of their inquiries 
there comes up the quest ion as to 
who is the ca])taiii of the ship. 

"When they hear the name, 
they will probaldy say : ' Why, let 
us see ! Isn't he Ihe man who sunk 
the So-and-so ? YesV Oh, we can't 
take any risks on a ship command- 
ed by Captain Blank ! Put another 
commander in his place and it w'ill 
be all right.' 

" The company is therefore 
obliged to dismiss (.'aptain Blank. 
Then he starts out to find another 
situation. His certificate, .von re- 
member, has a hole in it. He goes 
to see the owners of another lino. 
.\s soon as they hear his njime they 
say : 

"'Oh, yes. Didn't you com- 
mand the So-and-so';" 

" ' Yes, 1 command that boat.' 
" ' Humph ! Very sorry, captain, 
but w(> haven't anything Just now. 
If we should have anything, we 
will let you know.' 

"This scene is repeated at one 
steamship olflce after another on 
both sides of ihe wafer." 

The captain leaned his elbows on 
the table. " T>o you wonder," he 
said after a jiiiuse, "that generally 
when a liner is lost .at .sea her coni- 
maudi-r isn't among the saved ? 
But mark my words," he adtled, 
rising, "in almost every disaster, 
when the cry of negligence is 
loudest, it's the public that's to 
blame and not the captain, who 
ouly does what he is obliged to do."
